Measure 
to protect 
flag stalls

WASHINGTON — After cruising 
through the House on an overwhelming 
vote this spring, a propo.scd constitutional 
amendment to ban flag burning has lo.st 
momentum in the Senate. 

There, opponents say iTcuuld lead to se- 

rious disputes'instates: 

Would a bon on “phy.sical descenition" 
mean that flags on clothing, posters or but- 
tons ore protected by law — or nolV 
The tersely worded proposed amend- 
ment would leave it to the states to funher 
define desecration, the opponents say. 

The amendment would overturn the 
Supreme 'Court’s 
1989 ruling that 
flog-buming can be 
a protected form of 
free speech under 
... thc-First Amend-- 
incnt. That ruling 
arose from the con- 
viction of Gregory 
Johnson for burn- 
ing a flag at the 
1984 Republican 
National Conven- | 
tion. 

There have been 

an average of eight flag-burning incidents 
a year since the high court’s decision. 

Senate Majority Leader Bob Dole 
opened his presidential campaign in early 
September by vowing to the American Le- 
gion that he would bring the amendment 
before the Senote for o vote this fall. 

Now. it is not clear when it will go to 
the floor. A spokeswoman for Dole, Joyce 
Campbell, had no immediate comment 
when asked about o timetable. And sup- 
porters concede they're several votes sliy 
of the two-thirds tntOority needed. The .. 
Senate rejected a similar amendment five 
years ago. 

Not only that, the Senate has had a full 
legislotivc plutv -- induding considerable 
■time spent on the Republican plan for bal- 
ancing the budget by the year 2002. 

For an amendment to become port of the 
Constitution, 290 House members ond 66 
senators must vote for it and 38 state legis- 
latures must ratify it. There is one vnconcy 
in the 100-member Senate, that of Bob 
Packwood, R-Wa.<ih. .

WASHINGTON (AP) — Two

Given that, the FCC’s proposal 
contemplates that new phones 
bought by businesses contain vol- 
ume control as well as the electro- 
magnetic coil. 

The size of a cuticle, the dee- 
iromagnetic coil cosus 25 cents to 
make and. experts say, is easy to 
install. Volume control is usually 
u standard feature on most new 
bu.siness phones. 

Many older telephones, includ- 
ing those heavy black ones people 
would get from Ma Bell — • before 
the breakup of AT&T con- 
tained the coil. But beginning in 
the 1970s. the magnetic coil was 
replaced with technology pcnnii- 
ting the phone to be lighter.

State OKs hunt to thin herds

WASHINGTON — When the first U.S. 
• peacekeeping forces land in Bosnia, many will 
arrive aboard the Air Force’s new C-17 trans- 
ports. 

How many of the huge planes are slated for 
Bosnia operations, the first deployment of C-I7s 
into a war zone, has not been 
determined. One factor being 
weighed is the lack of any 
defensive systems on most of 
the high-tech transports, built by 
McDonnell Douglas Corp. 

Even so. using C-17s “is certainly part of our 
planning process.” said Col. Mike Cox, 
spokesman for the Air Mobility Command at 
Scott Air Force Base in Illinois. That command 
will be in charge of moving the troops, weapons 
and supplies into Bosnia. 

“Depending on the requirements that get 
levied on us, where we’re going to, what wc 
have to carry, wc will utilize the best airlift 
assets wc have,” he said. 

U.S. military planners have been studying for 
months how to move forces into Bosnia. 
American olTiccrs even have visited .some air- 
fields and other facilities that would be used in 


peacekeeping operations. 

The result of the extensive survey is a detailed 
list of every landing strip in Bo.snia and an 
assessment of what kinds of aircrafi could be 
used in each case, according to Air Force offi- 
cials who asked not to be identified.

Hantavirus claims man as he arrives at hospital 


RENO, Ncv. (AP) — A Nevada miner is the 
lo.slest victim of hantavirus, a discosc borne by 
deer mice, who died just minutes before he 
arrived at a hospital here after a desperate 250- 
milc flight from central Nevoda. 

“He went from a condition where wc thought 
wc coiild treat him to one where wc could not," 
Dr. Chris Ward .said on Thursday from his home 
in Tonopah. “It was well beyond the scope of our 
previous patients." 

Nyc County Regional Medical Center, where 
Ward works, has diagnosed and t^ted two previ- 
ous hantavirus victims. Both survived.

“When you're dealing with hantavirus, with p 
mortality rate of more tliun 50 percent, you know 
it's a serious condition," he said. “We felt it was 
hopeless. To give him every chance possible, wc 
sent him lo a tcrtiaiy care center.” 

As (he patient's condition improved slightly 
early lliursday, he was flown to Washoe Medical 
Center, where a team of spcciulists had assembled 
at the emergency room. His vital signs stopped in 
the ambulance on the 6-mmutc ride from the air- 
port and he was pronounced dead on arrival. 

A telephone call to the Washoe County coro- 
ner’s office lo confirm a name or cause of death 
was not returned.

WARSAW, Poland — More than 600,000 supporters of defeated 
President Lech Walesa have filed challenges to the election in which 
he lost to a former Communist. 

Most of the challenges to Sunday’s runoff contend that victorious 
ex-Commiinisl Alcxsander Kt^asniewski misled voters about the 
extent of his education, Supreme Court spokesman Krzysztof Kauba 
said Friday. 

Walesa’s backers and a number of pcopile who voted for 
Kwasniewski argued-that he had deceived voters by suggesting-he- 
hcld a university degree. 

Pope rejects loosening Vatican teaching 

VATICAN CITY — Tightening the reins on Rotpan Catholics ' 
challenging Vatican teaching. Pope John Paul II insisted Friday that 
church tenets form a “solid base" that cannot be shifted. 

The pope said Catholics must obey the church on all matters and 
notjust on issues of strong papal statements. 

“The unity of the faith, guided by the teaching authority of the 
church ... is the solid base,” the pope said, speaking to members of 
the Vatican’s influential Congregation for the Doctrine of Faith. 

It is the pope’s latest swipe at dissidents at-a time-when more clcr- - 
gymen arc encouraging Catholics to stand up to the Vatican. 

Arafat seeks German aid for projects 

BONN, Germanyi — PLO leader Yasser Arafat appealed for 
German help Friday in building an airport, a seaport and an industrial 
pork — projects he hopes will create jobs in Palesiiritan self-rule 
areas and bolster Middle East peace. 

“This infrastructure needs the'jielp of friends, and Germany is the 
top of the list,” Arafat told a news conference after talks with Foreign 
Minister Klaus Kinkel. 

Germany is the European Union's biggest donor to aid programs 
for Palestinians, contributing SI 82 million in 1994 and 1995. 

German govemment money is helping build schools, bridges, 
roads, water supplies and sewage systems in the Palestinian self-rule 
areas, but Bonn has not committed itself to the three big projects. 

Ukraine to sell missiles to Russia 

SOCHI. Russia — Russia will buy dozens of strategic missiles and 
bombers from Ukraine to help maintain Russia’s “nuclear potential,” 
defense oflieials announced Friday. 

Russia will take home 32 SS-19 Stile.ito strategic missiles, 19 Tu- 
160 Blackjaek bombers, 25 Tu-95M Bear-H bombers and 300 cruise 
missiles, ine Interfax news agency reported. 

The purchase will “help Russia maintain its nuclear potential at an 
appropriate level until 2009,” Col. Gen. Igor Sergeyev, commander 
of Russia’s strategic rocket forces, told Interfax. 

Ukraine ended up with a substantial chunk of the Soviet army's 
strategic weapons after the 1 99 1 breakup of the Soviet Union, includ- 
ing almost all of its Blackjack bombers. 

Plane crashes in Sao Paulo, killing 6 

SAG PAULO. Brazil — A small plane crashed on a city street and 
exploded Friday, killing all six aboard and injuring two motorists. 

The privately owned, single-engine Cessna 210 crashed three min- 
utes after taking off from Soo Paulo’s Campo dc Martc airport, an air- 
port spokeswoman said. The pilot lost altitude and tried to land in a 
city square, but a wingtip clip^d a light post. 

The plane crashed into a taxi end a cor and exploded, slightly burn- 
ing a taxi passenger and the driver of the car, she said. 

The airport is used mainly by private aircraft, flight schools and air 
clubs. 

Swiss arrest Salinas’ sister-in-law . 

! MEXICO CITY — Already on trial for murder, the brother of for- 
mer President Carlos Salinas de Gorton now has to explain a multi- 
million-dollar Swiss bank account that he appears to have kept under 
a false name. 

The wife of Salinas’ brother was arrested this month in Geneva ' 
while trying to withdraw $84 million from a bank, Mexican prosecu- 
tors announced Thursday. Friday, Swiss authorities said the arrest 
was connected to drug vafilcking. 

The onesi of the wife of Raul Salinas dc Gonari added a dramatic 
new element to a case that already includes murder and political 
intrigue at the highest reaches of Mexico’s political culture. 

Mexican prosecutors said Paulina Casionon was arrested Nov. 15 
in Geneva while trying to withdraw $84 million from a bank, using

Irish ready to split 
over vote on diwrc0 


DUBLIN, Ireland (AP) — 
Doubts about legalizing divorce 
divided the nation, families — and 
even some hearts — as Ireland 
voted Friday on whether to permit 
the government to dissolve mar- 
qages. 

“I only made up my mind this 
morning,’’ said Emily Brannclly, a 
. mother of seven who runs a.guest. 
house in the family home. 

Her husband planned to vote 
“yes," she said, as did her three 
sons, who liked the idea of legal 
divorce “so that they could just 
ditch the girl when things get boring 
or rough.’’ But her daughters would 
vote against it, she said. 

Her own “no" vote came after 
much deliberating, Brannelly said 
minutes after costing her ballot at 
Convent Road in suburban southern 
■ Dublin. “I gathered up all the 'pro* 
and 'anti' literature and gave it a 
good read over breakfast,” she said. 

The same uncertainty showed 
among other voters, who chewed 
their pens as they sat in the polling 
station contemplating the ballot. 
Others were in and out in seconds. 

Turnout for the vote on legalizing 
divorce n^s unusually high in 
Dublin, the key battleground in the 
referendum, nine years after voters 


firmly tejMied the last divorce pro- 
posal. 

Ireland is the only Western nation 
that constitutionally bans divorce.

Jerome may buy Fish, Game spread

JEROME - Planning for the future, the 
Jerome City Council is looking at buying' 
Fish and Game proper^ south of town. 

The Fish and Game Department has 
about 40 acres for ^le at a price of $1,700 
per acre, Mayor Gerald Ostler told City 
Council this week. Building located on the 
property could cost on additional $95,000. 

. “Those costs are, apparently negotiable.” 
said Ostler. 

The city.wouId iise about seven' acres for 
a new city well and I million gallon storage 
lank. The buildings would be used to house 
the water deportment and for storage, a pro- 
posal oppos^ by Councilman Elza Hall. 

“I think wc need the well, but I'm just 
not in favor of moving the water depart- 
ment' way out there. ThcyM be running 
back and forth every time they needed . 
something,” Hall said. 

Cost for the city would be 'about 
$108,000, including the buildings. Funds 
ore available from “an old water trond that 
■was invested,” said City Clerk Kathy 
MiUer. 

The Jerome School District is interested 
in buying 23 acres for obout $39,100, said 
Ostler. 

“We’re looking at future expansion that 
could be 10, 20 or 50 years from now. For 
over 20 .years, the Jerome School District 


has been looking for a place to put an ele- 
mentary school in the southeast part of the 
community,” said Superintendent Jim 
Cobble. 

“This would be a joint clTort for the city 
and school district,” he said. 

Plant facility and lottery funds would be 
used by the school district to help purchase 
the Fish ond Gome property. 

“Also, we need to address the over- 
crowding in the Middle School and High 
School," he said. The district owns about 
44 acres, purchased for $120,000, north of 
Jerome that could be u.^cd for those school 
expansions, said Cobble. 

The Idaho Fish and Game Departtnenr 
would keep about 10 acres. “Wc want to' 
maintain that much for a possible future site 
for our offices. We got the land, so why not 
hang onto it?" said Carl Nellis, Icbho Fi8h, 
and Gome Rcgionitl Supervisor. •

POCATELLO (AP) -r Toni 
Shapparl didn't win the' Utah 
Cutting Horse Futurity in Ogden, 
Utah, earlier this month. But she 
was n winner anyway. 

Last summer, she qualified for 

— ihc-National"High"SchooTRodco~ 

finals in Wyoming. The Highland 
High School senior was 24th out of 
120 competitors and looking for- 
' ward to the future. 

But a week later, she was in a 
hospital bed struggling to regain her 

vision following a nasty spill off a 
horse. 

On Aug. 5, Toni and her father 
looked at purchasing a horse. Her 
father rode it first, then Toni got on. 
Ten minutes into the ride the horac 
.stumbled and rolled ‘end over end, 
throwing Toni over its head. 

She was rushed to a hospital. 
Toni had suficred a iroumD injury to 
the left side of her brain. The 
impact caused hemorrhaging and 
brain swelling. Her doctors said the 


injury would likely change Toni’s 
personality ond altitude permanenN

But she believes she’s pretty 
much the same today even though a 
complete recovery may take up to a 
year. SHc^oesn’t rcmemFcr"tfic~ 
accident, the weeks spent affer- 
wards in the hospital or the time she 
spent in speech, physical and occu* 
pational therapy. . 

. But her family pushed for n spe- 
cial kind of therapy. The kind that 
“fcFihes from being aChome and a 
love for horses. Toni has seven 
horses and her family believed that 
if she could get back home and be 
around her favorite animals again, 
she would recover faster. 

“My grandmother kept telling the 
doctors that the outside of a horse is 
good for the inside of a person,*' 
Toni said. 

Her grandmoihcr's words must 
have helped. Toni was given per- 
mission to leave the hospital after 
20 days. . 


“I have a dog, a million cats and 
two goats. They arc just pets,, burl 
thinkjof my horses as people,” Toni 
said. “Horses have their own little 
pcraonalities and habits. They are 
unique and have their own namcs__ 
just Hk'e a person’s name. And 
they’re more responsive.” 

'Today Toni’s health ia^slowly 
improving. She no longer wears 
special glasses but she still experi- 
ences double vision. She takes' med- 
icine that prevents seizures. And 
she tires easily. 

But she can drive, again. And by 
Christmas’she lutve completed 
two classes at Idaho State 
University. She’s looking forward 
to enrolling in the spring, working, 
toward a degree irTTadiotogy or 
another health core field. 

She’s bought a new cutting horse 
and has resumed training with 
Blaekfoot cutting hotse trainer l^b 
Pilster. She credits horseback riding 
with helping her to regain herbal-

Attorneys ask judge to set aside Brown verdict 


LOGAN. Utah (AP) - Tltc attorney 
for a former Logan woman convicted 
of killing her elderly friend and 
employer arc formally asking a judge 
to set aside the Jury’s verdict. 

In court documents filed 
Wednesday aOemoon, defense attor- 
ney John T. Caine asked the court to 
find Debra Brown not guilty or to 
'give hcra new triol because ofinsuffl- 
cicni evidence to find her guilty 
beyorid a reasonable doubt. 

Deputy Cache County Attorney Jeff 
Burbank. Who tried the case, said. "It 
appears to me the defense is just 
.grasping." 

A 12-membcr jury convicted Debra 
Brown, 37, now of Halley. Idaho, of 
aggravated murder on Oct. 18. She 
faces life in prison for the November 


1 993 shooting death of Logan resident 
LacI Brown, 75, no relation. 

Prosecutors charge that Debra 
Brown shot Lad Brown while he was 
sleeping because he hud discovered 
she had forged some $3,700 in his 
checks. , 

Those chocks and accompanying 
October 1993 bank statements were 
missing from his home aflcr the mur- 
der and have never been found. 

Prosecutors also said the lack of 
signs of a forced entry, no ransacking 
and no valuable items missing from 
Lad Brown's house further point to 
Debra Brown. 

She was the only other person with 
a key to the house, and he always kept 
the door locked. 

But Caine argues that the prosecu- 


tion’s case "had a considerable gap.** ■ 

He writc.s that no evidence was pre- 
sented that Lad Brown had received 
or looked at his October bank state- 
ment. that Lad Brown iiad confronted 
Debra Brown or that he was angry 
about the checks. 

Caine, who said jurors were unwill- 
ing to talk to him about the case, 
argued that the jurors would have had 
to speculate that Lad Brown bad dis- 
covered the checks and confronted 
Debra Brown in a way "significant 
enough to cause her to make the deci- 
sion to kill him." 

He accused prosecutors of 
“cloud(ing) over the enormous gap of 
evidence,” by shifting the burden of 
proof to the defense with tlic aigumcnl 
“that if not the defendant, then who?* 


Burbank responded that he used 
that question in dosiog argument to 
s,how that Debra Brown had the 
opportunity, the motive and that she 
. did do it. 

**l don’t think the jury was asked to 
speculate," Burbank said. “We as citi- 
zens like to have the smoking gun or 
the C3W.witncss. But ... in most cases, 
there is no cycwitnc.s8 and no smoking 
gun.". . 

Burbank said Lad Brown had sus- 
[wcicd Debra Brown, as evidenced by 
a comment he made to his ex-wife 
shortly before he died. "Has she 
cleaned out your bunk account, too?" 
Burbank said-Bruwn asked his ex- 
wife. 

Jurors did not hear that statement 
because it was considered hearsay.

Craig says he won’t back troops in Bosnia

BOISE — Republican Sen, Larry Craig says at' 
this time,, he won’t support President Clinton’s 
decision to send American troops to Bosnia on a 
’ pcacc-kccping mission. 

In fact, Craig believes the Democratic president 
has "blundered in a major way" by not conferring 
with congressional leaders on hfs plans in Bosnia. 

Craig was interviewed Friday for the weekend 
“Viewpoint” program on KTVB. 

Earlier tn the week, however, he praised the 
peace treaty negotiated by the Clinton administra- 
tion. 

In the TV interview, he acknowledged that os 
commander-in-chicf, the president has die right to 
take some military actions. 

“This is not'an emergency. The security of this 
country is not at risk. Tliis is a long term, police 



keeping, peace keeping 
effort. " 

Craig said the president 
apparently has been thinking 
about the action for some time, 
but just within the last two 
weeks sent lop cabinet, mem- 
bers to meet with congression- 
al leaders. 

He said the admiriisiration 
has no "exit plans,*’ a way to 
get American troops out if 
shooting resumes and lives ore

"We don't wont to see this to be a 20,000. 
30,000, then 50,000 troop involvement and all 
of a sudden, we are in war, like we were in 
Vietnam," Craig said; — 

Craig said the United Slates already is deeply 


involved in Bosnia, providing air cover and 
much logistical support.'But he said there’s a 
major difTercnce between that and putting 
troops on the ground. 

"There is a distinei difference putting young 
men and women on the ground as targei.s for 
some snipers to sit tn the mountains in the middle 
■of the winter nnd potshot them' and we begin to 
lose lives," he said. 

Although he wants peace as much as anyone, 
Craig said the new accord is the seventh time 
that "peace" has been achieved in Bosnia, and 
each previous time the fighting has broken out

Who’s No. 1 in college 
football? Let’s keep guessing 


Boston College edges Rutgers; 
N. Carolina wins bragging rights

• COLUMBUS, Ohio - No col- 
lege football team potentially has 
more to gain this year from a post- 
New Year's national championship 
playoff than docs Ohio State, at 
present ranked second behind the 
University of Ncbwka. 

Yet 1 remain more convinced 
than ever that a football champi- 
onship playoff is a bad idea. 

And as the Big Ten’s representa- 
tiveto the presidents council of the 
National Collegiate Athletic Asso- 
ciation. I will oppose it vigorously. 

There arc'two primary football 
rankings, one a poll of coaches and 
one of sportswriicrs. Neither is 
viewed as definitive or "ofTicial.”- 
Both begin ranking teams before 
the start of the season. 

Tltcy arc based on dirfcrcnl crite- 
ria and often disagree. In short, 
“the system” is flawed and contro- 
versy frequently attends the 'release 
of the weekly standings. 

The debate often continues after 
New Year’s Day, as it. did lost Jan- 
uary. when Penn Slate and Nebras- 
ka both finished undefeated, and as 
ir will this year if Ohio State, Ne- 
braska and, pciitaps, Florida finish 
with no losses and ho tics. 

• Tlic lack oPprccision of the pre- 
I sent system regularly gives rise to 
' calls for a national championship 
playoff that would allow the na- 
tion's two top teams to squore olT 
ond settle the issue on the playing 
field. 

But such an idea is ill-advised. 

^ My view has long been — and 
remains. so — that any form of’ 
posl-Ncw Year's bowl playoff, 
tournament or game would demean 
the aecorrjplishmcnts of our ath- 
letes. impede their studies and 
compromise the academic interests 
of theiruniversities. 

' Intercollegiate football competi- 
tion is wonderful, and 1 am the 
Buckeyes' biggest fan.' 

Football enriches the collegiate 
experience irv many ways, bringing 
students, faculty, niumni — entire 
communitic.s — together in pride 
and celebration. 


Commentary 

Students in many roles — band 
members, trainers, scoreboard pro- 
grammers — have opportunities 
for leadership and excellence be- 
yond the field of play. 

They all learn teamwork, fair 
play, discipline and grace under 
pressure, virtues that will hold 
them in good stead aAcr gradua- 
tion. 

But the demands of competition 
on football players are already sub- 
stantiol. It is a long season involv- 
ing os many as 12 regular-season 
games and, possibly, a.bowl game. 

The playing season itself can last 
more than four months. 

. While the best universities pro- 
. vide an array of support services to 
help athletes succeed in the class- 
room as, well, thp responsibility of 
mainlaihing required academic 
standards falls ultimately to the siu- 
dent-athlete. 

Tlierc is no justification for in- 
creasing that challenge, and indeed 
no need. ‘ 

Tlie burden of a more extended 
season could be significant. 

. For instance, only one game be- 
tween Ohio State and Nebraska 
might be needed to determine a 
"true" national champion should 
both remain undefeated, but that 
one game could very well slretch 
the season two weeks Into the new 
academic term. 

But whoi if three, four, five or 
more icam.s lay claim to a national 
chamjiionship in any given year? 

(This year, for instance, North- 
western is only one erroni center 
snap away from an 1 1-0 record and 
Florida is still undefeated.) 

In such years, the quest for a 
‘'true” champion could extend (he 
intercollegiate football season 
through January and into February. 

Wc cannot let ourselves start 
down this path. We hilve to resist 
any attempt to professionalize col- 
lege football, 

Wc must preserve the joy of ilic 
college game, played by college 
students. Wc must recognize the 
considerable achievements of our 


student athletes on the field, in the 
classroom and in the community. 

And we nvu.sl protect their op- 
portunity to cam a degree. 

There arc a number of proposals 
suggested for the rankings that 
could reduce the debate somewlut. 
including using computer model- 
ing and scientific polling tech- 
niques. 

However, even a carefutly craft- 
ed poll will not necessarily deter- 
mine which is America's best foot- 
ball team. 

The bottom line is that we have 
to keep the on-field accomplish- 
ments of our student-athletes, su- . 
.purb as those accomplishments 
may be, within the proper context: 
These young people arc students 
first and athletes second. 

Most will go on to professions 
' other than professional fbottuill. 

And many are competing for 
places in graduate ond professional I 
schoo.ls with students who have no 
constraints on their time or aca- ' 
dcmic commitment. 

Tills year's Ohio State team has, 
as an example, three starters — 
Greg Bcllisari. Mike Vrabcl and 
Ryan Miller — who expect to at- 
tend medical school. 

Instead of seeking an iron-clad 
answer to "Who’s No. I?" I am 
more inclined to ask: What's 
wrung with a little ambiguity? 

Think of all the "Who's best?" 
arguments that would never take 
place if there were an uliimoic an- 
swer to every question: Joe Louis 
or Rocky Marciano? Ohio State or. 
Nebraska? 

Life is full of ambiguity, and 
some of it - like bragging rights 
over football teams - is fun. 

There is nojhtng wrong with 
several institutions touting that 
they arc the best. From Columbus 
to Lincoln, Neb., from Gainesville, 
Fla., to - yes - Evanston. III., let’s 
hear the chant: "Wc'rc No. 1 !" 

The winner is imcrcollegiaic 
football.

Parker, o Methodist from Shoshone, 
preached. 

The colorful history of the church contin- 
ues with accounts of o dust storm blowing 
away the first church building before con- ' 
struciion wos completed; "Men from vari- 
ous denominotions came to help with the 
reconstruction, including the Catholic priest 
and some of his members." 

The 'rebuilt church, locolcd on Third 
Avenue East, became the house of worship 
Tor the Christion Church ofTwin Falls, as it- 
Was officiolly organized on Nqv. 26. 1905. 
There were 37 members. 

By 1909. the fledgling group had out- 
grown the building, so they built a larger 
church at the comer of Fourth Avcniie and 
Second Street East By 1913, membership 
had increased to more than 600. By 1927, 
the present site hod been purchased. In 
1929, “Grandmother Sarah McDolf, the 


oldest meinber of the cjiurch moved the 
first shovelful of dirt" for o church and par- 
sonage. The lot,' building and parsonage 
cost $83,266. ' ' 

Cod continued to bless the church family 
with whot was called “the ministry of heart- . 
pow'er." Revivol meetings led to on all-time 
peak in 1930. when (here were 1,274 in 
Sunday School.

Tustin, Cnlif.-bascd Trinity 
Broadcasting Network, the giant 
Christian television system, set up a 
"sham” corporation to take advantage 
of minority preferences for broadcast 
licenses, a federal judge has ruled. 

4.. As a result, TBN has been denied 
renewal of a federal license for its $J5 
million television station in Miami. 
Trinity, owned by televangelists Paul 
and Jon Crouch, is apprallng the deci- 
sion. which could possibly jeopardize 
its licenses for 13 other full-power 
commercial stations. Joseph Chackin, 
Federal Communications Commission 
administrative law judge, issued the 
46-pagc opinion earlier this month. 


The network — anchored by the 
Crouches’ "Praise the Lord" talk 
show — owns more than 200'low- 
power and foreign stations. 

"Tills is a serious decision, biil we 
are confident that a fresh review will 
show that laws regarding minority 
ownership arc ambiguous and that 
Trinity acted in good faith,” said 
Colby May, Trinity’s Washington, 
D.C., attorney. 

Tlie FCC investigation arose, when 
Trinity’s application for renewal was 
challenged by Pennsylvania-based 
Glendale Broadcasting. That competi- 
tor has been given the license to oper- 
ate Channel 45 in Miami if Trinity’s 
appeal fails. 

The heart of'thc issue did not 
involve the Miami station, but 


whether TBN’s subsidiary, National 
Minority TV, was minority controlled. 

That entity has a license for a 
Portland, Ore., television station. 

Under law, a company is limited to 
12 full-power TV stations but. can 
have two more if it is minority<on- 
trolled.

WATERVILLE, Wash. — In the 
close quarters of the rural courthouse 
here, thejuty sitting in judgment of an 
East Wenatchee pastor and his wife 
have begun to hear allegations of sex- 
ual abuse firsthand from the accusers.

The prose- 
cution was to continue questioning the 
5-yeor-old girl. 

The prosecution began its case 
Monday against the Robersons. It is 
the most highTprofilc of a series of 
prosecutions against more than 25 
adults alleged to have been involved 
in loosely organized sex rings in 
Wenatchee and East Wenatehee in 
Eastern Washington. 

Robert Roberson fttces 10 counts of 
child sex abuse; Connie Roberson 
faces seven. Several of the charges 


against both were filed only days 
before the trial was to start, as 
Douglas County prosecutors dropped 
earlier charges based on the testimony 
of an alleged young victim no longer 
considered credible. 

Prosecutors, told the jury- during 
opening arguments that the Roberspns 
uscd'their positions os leaders of the 
Pentecostal church to take advantage 
of young children during church 
activities.

face from me?" In conclusion "I will 
sing to the Lord, for he has been 
good to me.". 

Something has happened to the 
writer of these Psalms between the 
first verses and the lost. I believe 
that something is thankfulness. 
Basically, the Psalmist, in the midst 
of his personal turmoil, was able to 
recall how God had helped him in 
the past. He remembered God’s 
promises: that he would never aban- 
don those he loved; that he is a God 
of justice and mercy; that he- has a 
purpose for everything. He remem- 
bered that God is greater than 
humanity and its failings and trou- 
bles. And that’s a good thing. 

My study of Psalms, has really 
helped me during the past week. 
Christions are supposed to be the 
eternal optimists. But sometimes the 
immediate problems can darken per- 
spective. I've been haunted by this 
dark cloud all week. Faced with 
physical illness and a barrage of bad 
news and disappointments, I started 


feeling negative about everything 
and everyone around me. I started 
feeling negative about God. Finally, 
1 concluded, it was time for 
Thonksgiving holiday, my own per- 
sonal Thanksgiving holiday. 

Thanksgiving do«n’t have to be a 
fancy affair, or a day-long event. It 
con occur several times a year, sever- 
al times a month or even several 
times a day, if need be. Preparation 
simply consists of a few minutes of 
my time, some paper and a pen. Or, 
the listening car of a friend, if one is 
available. I start by writing a list of at 
least 20 things I’m thankful for in my 
life. And by the time I’m finished. I 
usually have many more than 20 list- 
ed, and I always have a change of 
heart. I become more hopeful about 
things, mote optimistic, more faithful. 

If only, in the middle of our dark- 
est periods, we would take a minute' 
or a few minutes to reflect on the 
good things in our lives and how 
we’ve come through'difllcult situa- 
tions in the past, we would be so 
much happier.

G rowth, income funds oiily half-full

A funny thing happened to 
growth and income funds on their 
way to tiic bull market. They gave 
investors lots of growth, but very 
little income. Not that investors arc 
likely to complain — growth and 
income funds arc up 25 percent in 
1995. 

But that happy statistic masks a 
. significant and possibly ominous 
fact; The gains that growth and in* 
come funds usually gel from divi- 
dend income have shrunk dmmati* 
cally. 

The trend ha.s been downward for 
some lime. As of Sept. 30, the aver- 
age dividend yield on growth and 
income funds stood at a mere 1.6 
percent, according to Momingstar 
Inc., a research service. And most 
of that income was used to pay ibr 
fund expenses. Thus, almost all of 
the gains for growth and income 
funds came from increases in stock 
prices. 

Why is that ominous? Because 
one of the long-standing arguments 
in favor of growth and income 
funds is that a reliable flow of divi- 
dend income gives the funds an cle- 
ment of stability and reduces risk. 
So, it seems logical to conclude that 
if a fund’s income- flow is eroded, 
thereby reducing its stability, the 
fund's riskTcvel will rise. 

When it comes to growth and in- 
come funds, even small shifls in the

I have ifiade many growth and in-' 
come funds look a lot like the Stan- 
dard & Poor's 500-stock index be- 
cause, it inevitabl)! leads ^o healthy 
blue-chip companies. That, in part, 
is what gives growth and income 
funds their reputation for being sol- 
id and dependable. Indeed, their 
risk level is similar to the S&P 500 
and. the funds are 28 percent less 
risky than the entire stock market, 
according to Momingstar. 

In the past, fund managers ap- 
proached the problem or getting 
both capital apprcciation..and cur- 
rent income by investing in large, 
dividend-rich firms selling' at dis- 
count prices, according Co Mom- 
ingsiar analyst Cebra Graves. 

However, that’s been 0 special 
challimge this year. Graves wrote in 
a recent report 

On one hand, the I99S bull mar- 
ket has boosted the prices of many 
slocks favored by the growth and 
income funds. 'But os a stock price 
rises, its dividend yield goes down. 
(If a stock pays a S2 yearly divi- 
dend. it will have on 8 percent yield 
when the stock sells for S2S a shore. 
Bui at $40 a share, it vvill yield only 
5 percent.) 

Indeed, as the market has risen, ' 
the yield on the Standard & Poor’s 
500-stock index has fallen to 2.4 
percent, dose to historic lows. 
“That’s made it diillcult for funds 


to achieve the same level of income 
— they-have provided-in the past;”— 
Graves said. 

Of course, it works the other way, 
too. If stock prices drop, dividend 
yields will rise. 

But there arc other events cutting 
into fund income right now. Favor- 
able bustpess conditions orid belt- 
lightening programs gave many 
companies lots of excess cash. 
Once, that cash might have gone 
into shareholder dividends. With 
corporate earnings momentum start- 
ing to slow, hdwever, many compa- 
nies are instead using that money to 
buy back their own shares in order 
to increase their eamings-per-shore. 

To beef up their income. Graves 
noted, some funds are buying shares 
of real-estate investment trusts, 
which haven’t seen much in the 
way of price ^ins this year but of- 
fer dividend yields of 7 percent to 8 
percent or more; 

Some fiinds also are buying con- 
vertible bonds issued by technology 
companies. Most technology com- 

E nnies pay no dividends, which has 
ept many growth and income man- 
agers away. But tech companies are 
a ^wing part of the market and a 
driving force behind most of this 
year's gains. Their bonds give the 
funds a chance to join the parade. ' 

In fact, a hallmark of the growth 
and income arena is its incredible 
diversity — especially In manage- 
ment styles.

You might never get to wheel and 
(leal like snaky trader Gordon 
Gekko, but with prices dropping on 
personal computers, and software 
and on-line services becoming more 
powerful and user-friendly, the indi- 
vidual investor can keep track of in- 
vestment performance, analyze ond 
[lick securities, even execute transac- 
tions — all from home. 

And like computer games. Ht can 
even be fun. 

••It was love at first sight. *' said 
Bca Gaunder, a Lexington invc.stor 
who uses -finonciarsoft ware from the 
National Association of Investors 
Corp. to track her investments. “It 
was a struggle with the manual sys- 
tem and taking so long to do it. But 
this is fun.'* 

After-entering price and earnings 
updates and other data into her Stock 
Selection Guide application. Gaun- - 
dcr’s Apple computer con quickly 
spit out a revised chart and work- 
sheet of future price projections, po- 
tential risk or reward, five-year pos- 
sible return and other coiiclusion.s. 

Gaunder, a former associate pro- 
fessor in nursing at the University of 
Kentucky, could hand-plot the chart 
and calculate the projections manu- 
ally. but the computerized method is 
a big timesaver. 

“With the software you can follow 
it more closely and get a better idea 
of how a stock is doing," Gaunder 
said, her computer primer humming 
in the background as it printed out a 
chart. 

Although computers zip through 
the calculation process, investors 
still have to rely on old-fashioned 


human reasoning to make the final 
. decision to buy, hold or sell.' 

"My philosophy is investment 
software doesn’t offer anything

quickly and more consistently," said
